There are five rooms in the south 
ward, two in Willard, two in Glen­ 
wood and two in Irving that have 
fifty or more pupils enrolled now. 
I 
am safe in saying that the maximum 
number 
of 
children 
any 
teacher 
should have is forty. 
Beyond that 
number no teacher can do justice to 
her work. 
I am not making 
this 
statement as my opinion. 
It is ac­ 
cepted as sound 
pedagogy 
every­ 
where and in the best schools 
no 
teacher is ever allowed to have even 
this maximum enrollment. 
In trying 
to meet the emergency in our 
own 
schools, I have been forced to choose 
between two evils. 
Either crowd the 
children in the rooms regardless 
of 
number or else put 
such 
crowded 
rooms on a half day basis. 
I have 
chosen the latter as the less of the 
two evils. 
I have done so for two or 
three reasons. 
In the first place the 
teacher can do more for the individ­ 
ual child in actual instruction. 
In 
the second place, there is not suffi­ 
cient space iu tile rooms to place 
seats to accommodate the enrollment 
nor are the seats 
available 
now. 
There is this c o n s id e r a to r too, that 
has influenced me ev» n more than 
the two above mentioned. 
We have 
been repeatedly warned this 
year 
against overcrow'ded rooms, as a pre­ 
cautionary against the spread of the 
flu. 
I take it that fifty or sixtv-five 
or seventy children crowded into one 
room where it is difficulty to keep 
the temperature normal and venti­ 
lation as it should be endangers the 
health of these children and makes 
them ver ^susceptible to flu or any 
other contagious 
disease. 
I 
have, 
therefore, hesitated to force this con­ 
dition upon the children. 
I am fully 
aware of the tact that they should 
not he on the street half the day anil 
I am fully in sympathy with the par­ 
ent that wants his children in school 
all the time. 
At the same time, I do 
feel that I am not responsible for the 
condition but am willing to do all I 
can to relieve it. 
It may not be much consolation, 
but this fact remains. 
The scholastic 
enrollment for next year is 2524. This 
enrollment will place an average of 
55 children In every grade room in 
the Ada schools. 
Let’s give every 
child in Ada a chance, under normal
